Well on Small Salaried. ' 


There is a permanent interrogation 


point in a great many people's minds, 
and that is how young men earning any- 
where from $10 to $18 a week can dress 
aa well aa men earning five or six times 
as muck Yet they manage to do it, and 
have enough money left to make a po- 
lite little ripple in the society in which 
they move. 


The early elevated trains and horse 


cars are crowded with well dressed 
young men, who gaze about aa com- 
placently and self satisfied as if they 
were part owners in a railroad and lived 
only to cut coupons and draw dividends. 
They are dressed well, and their cloth- 
ing, from the cape coat to the light cloth 
gaiters over their shoes, would compare 
favorably with the latest fashion plate. 
Yet if you follow them you will be pretty 
sure to learn that they are simply clerks 
in brokers' offices, and do not receive 
more than Jlo in a majority of cases. 
How do they dress so well, then? Do 
they "borrow" from their employers, or 
do they speculate in bucket shops? They 
do not "borrow," and, as for speculat- 
ing, they do that sometimes in a small 
way. 
Their clothes aro bought honestly 


enough with the money they earn every 
week, anil the way they do it is very 
easy. 


Most New Yorkers have heard of that 


class of people known as "fences," whose 
business is to buy stolen goods from the 
thieves direct at a ridiculously low price, 
and sell the stuff to small dealers at a 
small profit. A "fence" will buy any- 
thing that ia stolen, from a silver spoon 
to a suit of clothes or an assortment of 
clothing, and thereby hangs part of the 
tale. Every time there is a big clothing 
robbery the stuff is fenced and immedi- 
ately passed to tho sacred precincts of 
Baxter street. 
Sometimes tho better 


portion of the thieves' work find their 
way into clothing stores in better neigh- 
borhoods, and because of tho extremely 
reasonable price at which it is bought, 
the suits aro sold very cheap. 
Now, 
you 


would not suppose a broker's clerk would 
go to Baxter street for clothes. Neither 
does he. lie sends (he clothing man's 
agent for what bo wants. This agent 
calln on tho clerk and is told \\ hat style 
of clothing is wanted 
Then the young 


man ia measured, and when the clothes 
come homo the} need vei y little altering. 
The cost is comparatively nothing. A 
good Prince Albert coat and vest can be 
bought for from $8 to .$20, while cutaways 
and sack suits are to bo had for prices 
ranging fiom $5 to §11. Of com so a 
great deal of the stuff is second hand and 
a great deal 13 stolen. The eccond hand 
clothes are easily "fixed up," and the 
merchants of Baxter street have so deli- 
cate-rf facility for this "fixing up" pro- 
cess that they will change tho whole 
complexion ot a =;uit. The stolen goods 
aro sold just as they aio bought with the 
exception ot a blight diacgo in tho 
maker's tag on the inside of the collar. 


Still there is another, more legitimate, 


way of obtaining clothing that ia fash- 
ionable, new and costly. There aro a 
great many young men, rich and fash- 
ionable, m New York, who spend most 
of their tune buying and giving clothes 
away after wearing them once or twice. 
This may seem strange to men who have 
but two suits, and wear them until they 
are absolutely too threadbare to wear any 
longer, yet nevertheless it is the case. 
Suits of clothes costing all the way from 
$50 to $100 each are mads for these 
wealthy young men, and aro worn prob- 
ably three or four tunes and then given 
to valets. To follow tho course of the 
clothes from this point would bo a pretty 
heavy undertaking. Sometimes they are 
sold to second hand dealers on Sixth, 
Fourth and Third avenues, who mako a 
handsome profit on every suit bought 
and sold. Out of the clothes given to 
him the valet keeps the best for himself, 
of course, and manages to make consid- 
erable money out of what he sells. Thus 
it is that ho many young men earning 
small salaiiea can dress so fashionably 
and live honestly.—The Clothier.

A Kangaroo Drive. 


Kangaroos are a great scourge to the 


farmers in some parts of Australia. They 
destroy the grass and literal!/ starve the 
sheep on* the plains. This forces tho 
farmers to devise means for killing them 
off, and a "drive" is the one generally 
employed. A yard with a high fence ii 
built on the plain, and two fences run 
from it for a long distance, coming to- 
gether like the letter V, and all the men, 
boys and blacks in the neighborhood are 
mounted on horseback and scour the 
country for miles around. They drive 
the kangaroos into the jaws of tho V, 
and thence into the yard, where the 
blacks enter with clubs and begin the 
work of slaughter. 


Mr. Knox describes a little "drive" his 


party liad on their own account: There 
were ten or twelve kangaroos feeding 
quietly, and we were within a few hun- 
dred yards of them before they were 
awaro of it. At the first alarm they 
rose on their hind legs and took a look 
all around, and a second later they were 
away. 
How they did jump I 
They 


seemed to go thirty or forty feet at a 
time, but our host said it was little more 
than fifteen feet. We let loose the dogs, 
which up to this time had been kept be- 
hind us, .and they went away without 
any urging. The dogs are kept for this 
purpose, just as fox hounds are kept in 
England and France, or deer hounds in 
Scotland. Tho dogs soon overtook and 
pulled down a young kangaroo, and then 
they were put on the trail of an "old 
man" kangaroo, as a full grown male is 
called. 
^ 


The "old man" led the dogs a lively 


chase. Ho made directly for w.ateu, sev- 
eral miles away, which is their custom. 
If he cannot reach water he takes his 
stand with his back against a tree, and 
in that position is a dangerous creature 
to approach. We followed the dogs as 
closely as we could, but did not come up 
to them until the kangaroo was at bay in 
a pool where the watcrjust left his fore- 
legs clear as he stood upright. The dogs 
swam around him or stood on the shore 
of tho pool when we came up. The pool 
was a small one and tho creature real- 
ized that it was his safest retreat, and ho 
was evidently determined to die game. 
A shot from a rifle in tho hands of one 
of the men finished him.—Philadelphia 
Times. 


Horseshoes of Rubber. 


The proposed substitution of India 


rubber for metal in tho manufacture of 
horseshoes is based upon various sup- 
posed advantages, one of these being that 
the former enables the horse to go easier 
over all kinds of roads and rough or slip- 
pery ground without slipping. 


Accoiding to this design, the shoo con- 


sists oi an India rubber bottom piece 
molded to fit over or around the frog of 
the hoof, with a ledge or protecting rim 
rising up the front and around the level 
where tho nails are clamped, the protec- 
tion having a ledge under which a steel 
band or oilier appliances can be drawn 
ami nipped tight to retain the rubber 
shoe. The baud is connected by studs, 
which pass thiough the heel part of the 
hoof, this being cut away from the inner 
side for tho purpose, and the stud or 
etuds may work eccentrically to obtain 
grip or fixing. If the rubber shoe it 
used with an iron shoo tho frog portion, 
or pad, has a front plate and two side 
wings partially imbedded in it to hold 
the rubber shoe in place. If the rubber 
shoe be divided or made thin in the 
center a swivel or other bar can be con- 
tracted from the rear to reduce tho width 
of the pad, so that it enters easily and 
also expands so as to fix tho rubber shoes 
in position.—New York Telegram.

The first leap is over 
a dizzy cliff into a rocky basin 815 feet 
below. Jumping forth again, it makes 
another leap of 751 feet, and then goes 
tumbling and leaping in one wild dash 
of 338 feet into the pool at the foot of the 
precipice. The total height is 1,904 feet, 
making tho waterfall the highest yet dis- 
covered. When the sun is shining rain- 
bows of all sizes hang over the fall, and 
the effect is indescribably beautiful."

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The President 


yesterday transmitted to Congress B 
quantity of correspondence regarding 
the Samoan dispute, and tie protocols 
oi the conference of HS7. In flis formal 
letter of transmittal to the President, 
Hecretary Bayard says that the govern- 
ments of Germany and Great Britain 
have consented to the publication of thest 
julnt protocols. The agreement to con- 
sider the discussions of the conference 
confidential, the Secretary says, has aloni 
caujed the papers now sent to have been, 
np to this time, withheld from publication. 
A telegram from Mr. Pendleton on Fab- 
rnary 1 informed the Department that ths 
reported action of the Oermnn Consul 
at Apia, who against the protest of tha 
British Consul had declared foreigners 
under martial law, was contrary to In- 
itrnctions, and he had been rebuked, aud 
that the German Government would ad- 
here strictly to the treaty status. Mr. 
Pendleton added that this statement from 
the German Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs anticipated the repre»enta- 
tions Mr. Pendleton was Inslxuc^ed to 
male, and he would therefore withhold 
them for the present.

The protocols of thu conference be- 
ween th« United States, Germany and 
3n?land, which began at Washington 
July 25, 1887, shows that at the first meet- 
ng a memorandum \va^ submitted on be- 
half of the United .States. It provided 
'or the independence and autonomy of 
Jie Kingdom o? the Islands of Samoa; for 
a native King and respect for native cus- 
toms and traditions. It further provided 
!or a Constitution; also that the foreijrn 
Consuls should retain criminal jurisdic- 
tion over their countrymen, and tbat each 
of the treaty powers could alternately 
keep a man-of-war m Samoan waters four 
months in each year. The German Min- 
ister said that MaJietoa had notoriously 
violated his treaty obligations; that the 
8amoaiis are incapable of maintaining 
peace and order, and therefore he sug- 
gested an advisor to the King, this ad- 
viaor to act as the mandatory of the 
three Powers. He acknowledged absolute 
equality of treatment ia respect of com- 
merce, navigation, jurisdiction and all 
other matteri. 
The British Minister 


favored an international land court and 
an ulterior consular jurisdiction as the 
king's were at war. 


The conference of July Mr. Bayard said 


he understood had agreed upon the 
following point: That there should be no 
annexation of the islands by any of the 
treaty powers; that the independenc ol 
the islands wa^ to be preserved, with 
equal right of commerce and navigation 
for the subjects of the treaty powers; that 
the native government was to be estab- 
lished and assKk-d 
*•» maintain itself; 


that the )• resent jfffiodiction of con,ills 
over their own countrymen should be pre- 
served; that the present treaties be miin- 
talned so far as the rights of the three 
powers under them were concerned; ihat 
means for the raising of revenue for sup- 
port of the government should be devised, 
and the question ot foreigners should be 
considered; that ti land court should be 
established to .settle titles, etc. 


Mr. Bayard said that Germany aud 


Great Britain proposed that there should 
be only a council of chiefs. The United 
States would suggest a king, a council of 
chiefs, and a legislative assembly, com- 
posed of representatives clocled by the 
people of the island-.. The German Min- 
ister said if there was snch a legislative 
assembly as Mr. Biyard proposed, it 
should have a consultative and not a de- 
ciding vote, anil with this understanding 
he was not opposed to such an assembly. 


Mr. Bayard suid that there were som< 


other points tipou wbich the propositions 
if the Powers d d not run so closely to- 
gether.

thought not. The German Minister said 
the people might nominate their King and 
the powers confirm him. Mr. Bayard ob- 
jected to this, ou the ground that this 
would virtually give the powers the choice 
of a King. 


Mr. Bayard said that there had been a 


proposition from 
Germany which had 


met with a certain degree of recognition 
from Great Britain, that the power having 
the greatest present commercial interest 
should eierclse a preponderating influ- 
ence. To that he (Mr. Bayard) would ob- 
ject. 


At the conference on July 9 the com- 


mission proposed by Mr. West was dis- 
cussed 
Mr. Bayard opposed it as embar- 


rassing the court. The German Minister 
coincided with Mr. West. 


At the fourth conference, held July 18, 


the German Minister said that Mr. Bay- 
ard had stated that if the German plan 
were followed, it would result eventually 
in converting the islands into a German 
possession. Mr. Bayard replied that he 
had understood the proposition of the 
British Minister to bo that the three gov- 
ernments should ttlu-rnate in the appoint- 
ment of the mandatory, but that in con- 
sideration of its greater interest, Ger- 
many should have the first five years. 
He thought that the recognition of a pre 
ponderance of interest would weaken tha 
neutrality of the islands. The German 
Minister said that Mr. Bayard's plan fora 
co-operatu'ii nf the three Powers had 
been tt led in the municipal board of Apia 
and had pruned a failure there.

Dealing Invention May Follow the 


Hotchkiss Gun Abroad. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The news that the 


Secretary of War had awarded the Pneu- 
matic Dynamite Gun Company the con- 
tract for seven guns for coast defense 
was little else than was expected by the 
officers of the company. The contract 
calls for three guns for Sandy Hook, two 
for Ft Schiller and two for Ft. Warren, 
Mass. As the peculiarities presented 
by the fifteen-inch gun now mounted at 
Ft. Lafayette are virtually specified, the 
guns must be capable of elevation and 
depression by either pneumatic or hy- 
draulic power, and have an extreme ele- 
vation of at least 35 degs. They must be 
capable of an all-round flre, or through 
360 degs., the training and elevating to 
be wholly under the control of the gun- 
ner In charge. The range of flre is also 
specified, the extreme demanded being a 
mile. Rapidity of fire is also called for, 
being a requirement not demanded in the 
recent tests of the stationary gun. The 
delivery of the guns, ready for mounting, 
must be made within eight months of the 
time of execution of contract The sum 
of money as bid by the Pneumatic Dyna- 
mite Gun Company is $395,500. 


Just where the guns will be built is not 


yet known. The 16-inch gun at Ft Lafay- 
ette was turned out by the Cramps, of. 
Philadelphia, while the 8-inch gun which 
destroyed the Silliman was built by an 
iron firm of Jersey City. The three guna 
to be mounted at Sandy Hook will cons»a« 
of one of 8-inch and two of 15-inch cali- 
ber.It is not at all unlikely that the 8-inch 
and 15-inch guns now at Ft. Lafayette 
will be mounted there. The 15-inch gun 
from which the recent tests were made 
was built with the intention of being 
mounted at Spezzi, Italy.

It is 
becoming a well-known fact in military 
circles that foreign governments »r» en- 
deavoring to negotiate for dynamite gun? 
and dynamite cruisers with manufacturers 
in this country. It is known that the 
Cramps have received offers as high as 
$500,000 for the Vesuvius, and this in 
face of the fact that the United States 
Government is only paying $850,000 tot 
her. But the Cramps are not at liberty to 
negotiate with other governments for the 
purchase of the Vesuvius inasmuch as 
nine-tenths of the contract price haa 
already been paid down for her, the re- 
maining tenth to be paid on the final ac- 
ceptance of the vessel. 


There is no doubt the Cramps would 


like to sell the Vesuvius elsewhere, inas- 
much as they are known to be ont by 
about $100,000 on the contract. But all 
stories to the effect that they are consid- 
ering offers from foreign governments ar« 
absurd, there being no possible chanct 
for the Cramps to avail themselves of an? 
such opportunity before the Secretary ol 
the Navy has declined to accept the ves- 
sel. The Vesuvius having fulfilled all the 
requirements of speed tests, there re- 
mains nothing now but acceptance on tai 
part of the Government. 


The succass of the Vesuvius has con- 


tributed to the success of the dynamite 
gun, inasmuch as vessel and gun appeal 
inseparable. 
This 
double success tt 


looked upon by foreign governments as a 
matter of the very greatest importance, 
and military men iu this country feel 
sure, from the number of emissaries of 
foreign governments now in this country 
inquiring into the features of gun ani? 
vessel that tha Italians, Russians, Span- 
iards and French will have dynamite gum 
in their coast defense system before many 
months have passed. There is, of course, 
nothing at present to hinder the dyna- 
mite gun people from furnishing one

years. The complainant is the latest 
confiding victim, Anna K. Sanders, 
daughter of Mrs. Eliza McKinney. The 
prosecution ie conducted by State's At- 
torney Mills and A. H. Mills, and Attor- 
ney J H. McCoy appears for the defen- 
dant 
The witnesses for the prosecution 


were the complainant, Miss Sanders, 
Eliza McKmne), W. J McKianey, Mr 
and Mre. Elijah Lmthicum, uncle and 
aunt of the defendant, Constable Dille- 
hunt, and Harvey Beohtel, of Aspmwall, 
Iowa, who came here to appear against 
the prisoner 


Tho story of HousrcanH varied mat- 


rimonial experience is somewhat in- 
teresting, especially to all parties impli- 
cated in his ventures. In, 1879 he mar- 
ried a Miss Windhorst at Gnnnell, Iowa. 
To the couple was born a son, now about 
three years old 
Housman desertea his 


wife and on Dec 20 1884, she secured a 
divorce from him at Atlantic City, Cass 
county, Iowa 
Housman did not pme 


away with grief over the separation, and 
ot Deo 25, '85, at Aspmwall, Iowa, he 
wedded 
Mies Melnna Iler, Justice 


O'Malley performing the ceremony Life 
with his second wife could not have been 
a daily delight to the inconstant Gus, 
for along in 1887 hn left Melvina and 
came to Decatur 
Here he lived with 


his parents 
and became acquainted 


with Miss Anna R Sanders, to whom 
he was united in marriage on Sunday, 
July 3, 1887, by Rev George Stevens, 
then pastor of Stapp's Chapel, now 
Methodist presiding elder for theBloom- 
ington district 
Gus told Anna he was a 


machinist by occupation and they went 
to housekeeping It was tpparently a 
happj maich, and Anna was entirely 
ignorant that Qua had a wife living out 
in Iowa 
Gus went to work for John 


Grass laying brick ia the street, and 
when the chill of winter came, he became 
queer in his conduct 
One morning 


early in December, 1887, he left his home 
and said he might be gone several days 
A month passed and he did not return 
This conduct was singular and fimlly it 
came out that Gus had another wife in 
Iowa who was about to swoop down upon 
him 
Probably this fact caused himself 


to tiee from his last victim 
During the 


summer of 1888 Mrs Housman, No 2, 
arrived from Iowa 
She searcued for 


Gus and found him 
She lived with him 


until November, and then went back to 
Iowa, where she now lives The indis 
putable evidence that Honsman had com- 
mitted bigamy caused a warrint to be is- 
sued for his apprehension, and on Dec 
3,1888, he wns arrested by Constable Dil 
lehunt and in default ot bail fixed by Jus- 
tice Curtis he was lodged m the county 
jail 
He was indicted by the grand jury 


and to-day the story of his matrimonm! 
ventures was laid buro to the court and
